The Monkey Capes of Mattapoisett

Curator Elizabeth Hutchison and the volunteers 
helping to catalog the Mattapoisett Historical Society 
Museum's collection of artifacts have seen some rare, 
unique items along the way - but nothing as strange as 
what they recently came across while sorting through a 
collection of clothing folded in tissue paper, packed in 
boxes for decades. 

'Tt was a 'What is this?' kind of moment," said 
Hutchison remembering the instant one of the volunteers

called out, "What the heck is this?" while unfolding the 
white tissue paper inside a box, revealing a dark, long- 
haired furry-type of . . . cape, as it appeared. The group 
soon realized that these hairy pieces were of monkey fur, 
and a total of three monkey capes lay before them, seeing 
the light of day for the first time in a long time. 

"One of the volunteers who was going through 
them was just like, 'I'm not touching them,'" said 
Hutchison. 

There was very little written about the monkey 
capes in the museum's records, and Hutchison 
determined that the capes were from the 1930s when 
monkey fur fashion was revived. She paid particular 
attention to the style of the collars, which she said looked 
much like the 30s style. 

"These are weird things," said Hutchison. "We 
were like, 'Why do we have monkey fur?'" 

There are other furs in the collection. For example, 
Hutchison held up a brown fur shrug of an unidentified 
animal that still had fingers attached at the end like a 
fringe of sorts. 

"And that's kind of normal. I've seen that before, 
but. . ." she said. "With the monkeys were just like, 
"What?'" 

Unfortunately, there is no documentation of 
the names of the people who once owned the monkey 
capes, said Hutchison. Many of the corresponding cards 
that Hutchison compared to receipts do not give more 
information than what the item is and the condition it is 
in.

Hutchison would rather pass on trying on the 
monkey capes, saying, ''It just looks creepy to me,'' likening 
it to human hair. It feels just like human hair and cascades 
down like it, as well. Which makes sense, when you think 
about how closely related we are as fellow primates. 

"I'm not a fan of the fur, but I understand," said 
Hutchison. "It's warm. But, bleck!" 

What shall become of the monkey capes of 
Mattapoisett? They will be catalogued, entered into the 
computer database, and carefully folded back up in white 
tissue paper and placed in their storage boxes for now. 
But soon, Hutchison hopes to have a show that would 
feature some of the weird, unique, and extraordinary items 
discovered in the collection over time. 

"We actually have a lot of beautiful clothing that 
really shouldn't just sit in a box," she said. Hutchison 
pulled out a few other items she was fond of for their 
uniqueness and rarity such as a silver-gilded and ivory fan, 
one Hutchison's favorite pieces. 

Flip through an early 1900s Boy Scout Handbook 
and you'll come across some strange suggestions for games, 
such as "Steal the Bacon." 

She unrolled an exceptionally long road map 
portraying the Route 6 corridor of Mattapoisett, and also 
spent a moment examining a small piece of a clay pipe from 
an ancient graveyard in Jamestown, Virginia dated in the 
early 1600s and, quite possibly, one of the oldest clay pipes 
brought to America.

designation of a Tree City USA/' 

McCue, who moved from his town administrator 
position in the Town of Avon to Rochester, said he was 
surprised to find that Rochester was not yet a Tree City 
USA, given its natural resources. The designation, he said, 
would certainly be appropriate for Rochester. 

'And that's why we're here," said McCue to the 
roughly 25 people in attendance that chilly, breezy mid- 
morning. "Celebrating with the planting of a new tree at 
Church's Field." 

McCue stood beside the young American Beech 
tree planted toward the rear of the field and read the official 
Arbor Day Proclamation the Board of Selectmen had 
already signed. 

Maria Conners, a representative from Senator 
Michael Rodrigues' office, presented the Town with an 
official citation from the Senate, signed by Massachusetts 
Senate President Stanley Rosenberg. 

"Congratulations to all of you," Conners said. "It is 
a great day." 

Representative William Straus also sent the Town 
a citation, which McCue read. Community Action Forester 
Molly Freilicher of the Department of Conservation and 
Recreation was present and offered the guests baby sugar 
maple trees to plant at home. 

"I hope that this will make a first of such events," 
McCue said.

signed the Annual Town Meeting Warrant. With over 
40 articles facing the voters on May 11, Selectman Tyler 
Macallister stated, 'Tt will be a two night town meeting. .." 

Articles assured to garner time and attention will 
be bylaws authored by the Conservation Commission and 
the Agricultural Committee. 

Resident Paul Osenkowski asked if he could 
speak to the board about the conservation bylaw.

State Presents Bird Island Restoration Plan 

Marion Board of Selectmen

A Town Meeting vote on May 11 will determine 
whether or not a plan to restore the habitat of Bird 
Island in Marion will move forward. What is required 
is Town Meeting approval of an easement granting the 
Massachusetts Department of Fish and Game access to 
the town-owned land for the restoration of the decimated 
nesting habitat of the Roseate Tern, a state and federally- 
listed endangered species, and the Common Tern. 

Bird Island is home to 30 percent of the North 
American Roseate Tern colony. The island, owned by 
the Town of Marion and managed by the Conservation 
Commission, is about four acres of conservation land that 
rises up to ten feet above sea level. 

On April 28, Carolyn Mostello, a biologist from 
Mass Fish & Game, gave an overview of the project to the 
Marion Board of Selectmen, as well as to Harbormaster 
Michael Cormier, ConCom Chairman Norman Hills, and 
other interested parties such as Vin Malkowski of the 
Marion Marine Resources Commission. 

Mostello said a problem that needs fixing is a 
combination of seawall deterioration and sea level rise 
due to climate change that is eroding the island at a faster 
rate.

to the seawall have turned into salt marsh and salt pane, 
which is not suitable for nesting,'' said Mostello. 'The 
Common Terns have moved into interior nesting areas, 
forcing Roseate Terns out." 

The objective is to rebuild the revetment to reduce 
erosion from wave energy, nourish the eroded areas to 
raise the elevation with fill, and re-vegetate the island to 
enhance the terns' nesting habitat. 

Mass Fish & Game is partnering with the U. S. 
Army Corps of Engineers on the project, and hopefully 
with the Town of Marion for the access and permission to 
develop and maintain the finished project. 

At no foreseeable cost to the Town, a concern 
at first for selectmen and the Finance Committee, the 
federal share of the project would be $2.7 million, and the 
Commonwealth share would be $1.5 million, for a total of 
$4.2 million. 

There were concerns about the language in the 
easement, which general counsel for Mass Fish & Game 
Richard Lehan addressed over the course of the evening. 

Selectman Stephen Gushing said his main concern 
was the town's ability to continue to use the property 
as it always has, while granting the easement "without 
significantly losing the historic rights of the town." 

"I don't want the rug, so to speak, pulled out 
beneath us," said Gushing. 

The only restricted access, he was told, would be 
the same restrictions that are currently placed during tern

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nesting season. 

''The terns restrict what happens on the island/' 
said Mostello. "We do feel we'll greatly extend the 
longevity of the island." 

And that is what is important, replied Gushing. 

Selectmen and Cormier wanted reassurance 
that the Town of Marion would not be responsible for 
the maintenance of the project once it is completed, nor 
would the Town assume any responsibility for damage 
or neglect of the island. The State would assume all 
responsibility thereafter. 

"We would say we're enhancing [the island]," 
said Lehan. "We're making it better. Because Bird Island 
has always been conservation land, this project is going to

enhance it/' 

Lehan said the State is on the hook, not the town. 
The restoration of Marion's natural resources, as Lehan 
pointed out, is part of the town's Master Plan. 

"It's great that you are stepping up to the table," 
said Lehan. "What's good is that you don't have a legal 
obligation..." 

Gushing said the easement would be an 
insignificant act, in a sense, to ensure the restoration of 
the island. 

"It's the least we can do," said Gushing. "It's 
going to pay us back, I think." 

If granted the easement, the project would begin 
in November and be completed by spring of 2017. 

Board of Selectmen Ghairman Jonathan Henry 
called the project exciting. 

"For a small patch of ground there sure is a lot 
of work," he said. "But it shows you the complexity in 
maintaining this environment." 

The next meeting of the Marion Board of 
Selectmen should be scheduled for May 5 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Town House.

CANINE ALLERGIES 

My dog spends lots of time chewing and licking at his 
feet. What does this mean? 

Your dog is showing signs of allergies. People with 
allergies tend to cough and sneeze. Dogs tend to 
chew, lick and rub. 

What can my dog he allergic to and what should I do? 
Your dog can be allergic to food, fleas, articles that 
he contacts such as wool rugs and all of the pollens, 
molds and dusts that affect people. Try to keep a 
diary of your dogs itchiness to determine if it oc- 
curs all year round or if it is seasonal. Food allergies 
tend to be constant throughout the year while al- 
lergies to pollens tend to be seasonal. Talk to your 
veterinarian about diet changes, medications and 
allergy testing to determine what may be most 
helpful for your pet.

mostly from Scituate and received the land from the 
Native Americans through the Sippican Purchase in 1638. 
They subsequently named the town after their English 
hometown, Gerrior said. 

''This is a very old town/' said Gerrior. When you 
tell someone you're from Rochester, Gerrior said, people 
often ask if you're from Rochester, New York. "No, no, we 
were the first ones," Gerrior said in defense of the naming 
of her beloved town. "We go way back, folks. We may 
not have the fancy houses that Marion has, but we've got 
passion." 

Gerrior said the commission has also received 
several grants for tasks such as setting up a potential 
house marker program, researching genealogical 
questions that arise, and working with the historical 
commissions and historical societies of neighboring towns 
to "track down bits of Rochester history." She added 
that Mattapoisett, Marion, and parts of Wareham and 
Fairhaven were all at one time part of Rochester. 

"So, their history is part of Rochester history," 
said Gerrior. 

The commission is also looking to keep the 
Rochester sites listed on the Massachusetts Cultural 
Resource Information System (MCRIS) up to date, since 
the Massachusetts Historical Commission recently told 
the Rochester HC that there are some discrepancies in the 
information.

Meeting, asking questions and providing input. But 
suffice it to say, nearly everything was ready for a public 
airing. The Board of Selectmen accepted the warrant and 
voted on it during its April 28 meeting. 

The Special Town Meeting warrant will feature 
appropriations to cover costs on a variety of disparate 
articles, such as additional funding for Phase IB of the 
Bike Path and unexpected snow removal costs from 
historic weather conditions.

The Finance Committee agreed with all requested 
amounts from the Special Town Meeting warrant. 

As for the warrant for the Annual Town Meeting, 
there are presently 46 articles that voters will be asked 
to consider. Of those, a little over 50 percent relate 
to costs associated with running the town. FinCom 
members found nearly everything in order and agreed to 
recommend the articles reviewed.

two of a three-year voted increase in salaries for elected 
officers of the town, such as moderator (up from $215 to 
$231), Board of Selectmen ($3,990 to $4,289), town clerk 
($53,658 to $55,731) and highway surveyor ($72,629 to 
$75,940). 

- OPEB liabilities: Once again, voters will be 
asked to approve appropriations to fund retirement-based 
obligations. This year, that sum is $343,736. 

- Capital Plan funding: This amount, which was 
vetted and approved by the FinCom members, stands at 
$363,396 and features such items as public safety vehicles, 
a Highway Department truck with plow, pedestrian 
crossing signal lights on Route 6, and playground repairs 
at Old Hammondtown School. 

There will be several articles for roadway and 
sidewalk repairs, wharf repairs, water and sewer needs, 
and freshwater well refurbishment. Voters will be 
asked to approve tens of thousands of dollars for these 
infrastructure improvements and upgrades. 

The selectmen, during a previous meeting with 
Gagne, discussed the possibility of looking into re-routing 
the Eel Pond forced sewer main from its current position 
to one in a less environmentally sensitive area. That 
notion will appear as a funding request in an article titled 
"Design and costing new forced main at Eel Pond" for the 
sum of $40,000. If passed, that money would be used to 
fund engineering, design, and costing to a location that is 
better protected from storm damage.

Mello was called in to the Rochester Zoning Board of 
Appeals meeting on April 23 because the current signage 
at Gifford Park does not comply with the 1993 permit 
granted by the ZBA. 

Mello told the board that Building Commissioner 
James Buckles contacted him about the outfacing signs, 
which Mello said he has already removed in response to 
Buckles' concern. 

''Well, I'm not aware of anyone actually 
complaining about the signs being up since 1993," said 
ZBA Chairman Richard Cutler. But he told Mello he 
would have to file an application to amend the Special 
Permit if the league wished to keep the signs as they are 
now. "We're not here to hang you," Cutler later said. 

Since the field is town-owned land. Cutler said 
Mello might be able to waive the requirement of a plot 
plan, as suggested by ZBA member Kirby Gilmore. 

In other matters. Cutler called it "deja vu all 
over again" as Stephen and Judy Shepley owners of S 
M Shepley, Inc. located at 99 Cushman Road, returned 
to amend a prior Special Permit to build an over-sized 
garage at the property. 

The only difference in the construction plan, said 
Mr. Shepley, is the location of the proposed garage, which 
is now slated for construction behind the house. The 
garage will be used to house the business' s vehicles, and 
will also serve as a shop for building cars apart from the 
business.

to craft language to put before Town Meeting in May. 

Rogers said in his opening statements that 
the purpose of the special public hearing was to ''give 
townspeople an opportunity prior to Town Meeting to go 
through the bylaw . . . provide feedback . . . and help make- 
up their minds on how to vote at Town Meeting.'' 

Rogers said the draft document provided at the 
public hearing had been modified over the course of 
working with town council on April 22 and 23, and so 
earlier versions made available to the public were not the 
final draft. 

That comment inspired several residents to object 
to holding the public hearing without sufficient time to 
review a final draft. 

Douglas Schneider, 5 Knollwood Drive, said, 'T 
spent four hours going over the draft we had and have 
four pages of questions. ... Now you drop a new one on 
us tonight.'' He continued, 'T don't think that's fair.... 
And last week, you voted to go to the selectmen for Town 
Meeting ..." 

Rogers responded, saying not very much had 
changed with the exception of some edits by town council 
that he described as making the document clearer with 
procedural and administrative text. 

"I'm not going to apologize for where we're at 
tonight," Rogers said, asserting that the only changes 
between the document the public had prior to the hearing

and the one supplied at the hearing were minor in scope. 

But some took exception to that description. 

Dave Andrews, 49 Water Street, said the edits 
made by town council changed the context of the 
language previously written. Specifically, he pointed to 
the 100-foot buffer zone where text seemed to indicate 
that all lands adjacent to that were now jurisdictional. 

"That would have a tremendous impact on 
property owners,'' said Andrews. ''[The Conservation 
Commission] would have infinite power." 

That point was bantered around with several 
others agreeing that they read the updated language the 
same way. Rogers, however, pointed out the superseding 
text clarified the scope of jurisdictional areas. 
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"We have to use our judgment on the buffer 
zone/' said Rogers. ''To me, it's not a land grab; it's giving 
the Town control over wetlands - not the State." 

And that was Rogers' major point for asking the 
town to consider a local wetlands bylaw. 

"Town-level government is more transparent 
and easier to deal with than state government." Rogers 
explained that, currently, residents appealing a ConCom 
decision can go directly to the DEP, with about 75 percent 
of the DEP decisions over-turning local decisions, 
basically taking local control out of the hands of local 
boards. 

The bylaw would allow the Town to have 
appeals heard in Superior Court. Rogers explained, 
saying, "Town council would prefer to defend a bylaw in 
Superior Court versus at the state level." 

Yet some of the citizens in attendance felt that 
path to resolution would end up costing property owners 
too much money. 

Joe Anzaldi, 3 Seabreeze Lane, spoke up saying, 
"Superior Court is a road you don't want to go down." 

In defense of going through court, Rogers said, 
"We feel a strong obligation not to put people through 
more than they have to, but that's an important part of 
the bylaw." 

Paul Osenkowski, 8 Oaklawn Street, said, "I want 
to see smaller government. ... I think people who live 
here can control things better. ... We have an obligation to 
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RV / Trailer parking and boat storage 
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protect our town . . . [and] I want Mattapoisett protected 
by Mattapoisett residents/' He ended by saying he was in 
favor of a wetlands bylaw. 

When asked how many applications are appealed 
annually, Rogers ballparked the percentage around 5 
percent. Of those, he said the majority were neighbor 
against neighbor, not applicant against the Town. 

Commission member Peter Newton said, during 
the five years he has served on the commission, nearly all 
appeals were from abutters. 

In support of the bylaws Newton said, ''We are 
your neighbors - not those guys at the DEP. Who knows 
where they live." 

Commission member Marylou Kelliher said, 
"This is the least restrictive bylaw you are going to see. . . . 
It mirrors the Wetlands Protection Act." 

And the debate is not over yet. Residents still 
have time to review the latest draft of the bylaw and 
submit their questions and opinions on the proposed 
document in advance of Town Meeting.

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Aucoot Pier Proposal Continued 

Mattapoisett Conservation Commission

The application for a private pier extending into 
Aucoot Cove hit a snag when residents of the area told 
the engineer, Doug Schneider of N. Douglas Schneider & 
Associates, that there was ledge beneath the barrier beach 
- the location for the proposed pier. 

Jay Duker, 112 Aucoot Road, has built a new 
home and received a conservation permit for beach 
nourishment, but his plan for a private pier has met with a 
number of abutter complaints and concerns. 

When the application came before the 
Mattapoisett Conservation Commission on April 13, 
abutters told the commission that public access to the 
marshlands and beach areas, as well as their enjoyment of 
unfettered views, would be negatively affected by a pier. 
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36 Robinson Rd (Rte 105) Acushnet 
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There was also concern that the barrier beach is subject to 
erosion. 

On April 27, the commission heard another 
reason why construction of a pier at that location might 
not be advisable. 

Richard Cederberg, 108 Aucoot Road, told the 
commission that 25 years prior, when he was constructing 
his dock, ledge was discovered under the seafloor making 
it impossible to install pilings. He said that a two-ton 
boulder was placed in the water in order to secure his 
dock to something stable, a practice he readily admitted 
would probably not be acceptable by today's regulations. 
Nonetheless, he questioned the wisdom of the plan given 
that ledge is present.

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Schneider conceded he was unaware of ledge in 
the area and would discuss this with his client. He also 
reported that a new eelgrass study had been completed, 
noting the absence of eelgrass in the proposed pier 
location. Schneider will review options and problems 
with his client and return on May 14 to continue the 
hearing. 

Also during the meeting, the long-awaited 
resolution to stormwater management problems at the 
Appaloosa Lane subdivision seemed to end on a positive 
note when Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering presented a 
final plan. Grady also submitted a letter from the Town's 
engineering firm. Field Engineering, which detailed their 
support and approval of the plan modifications. Also on 
hand in support of the updated drainage system plans 
was Highway Superintendent Barry Denham. 

Denham said, "This is the best drainage out there 
and best for the neighbors ... I agree with the plan.'' 

Also coming before the commission to continue 
informal discussions were the residents of Seabreeze 
Lane. Joe Anzaldi of 3 Seabreeze Lane and Lori Craig of 4 
Seabreeze Lane were asked to meet with the Conservation 
Commission regarding violations to wetlands restrictions 
reported by the Buzzards Bay Coalition. 

Both Anzaldi and Craig admitted that inadvertent 
encroachment into protected wetlands areas had 
occurred, and they came prepared to offer mitigation and 
concessions. 

Commission member Tom Copps said he was 
concerned that property owners in the future will think 
it okay to violate conservation restrictions and orders 
of conditions by simply offering mitigation after the 
fact, a point member King referred to as "easier to ask 
forgiveness than permission." 

That being said, the Craigs will review the 
additional amount of lawn area they are willing to return 
to a natural state, while the amount offered by Anzaldi 
seemed to be acceptable to the commission. 

Chairman Bob Rogers offered suggestions on 
how to proceed toward full public hearings for the issues 
discussed. Each resident will submit applications for 
notices of intent.

Turtle Habitat, Saltworks Move Forward 

Marion Conservation Commission

The future of the threatened population of turtles 
in Marion hung in the balance during an hour-long 
discussion April 22 between ''Turtle Guy'' Don Lewis and 
the Marion Conservation Commission over a proposed 
"turtle garden" in the wetlands across from 2 Jenney 
Street. 
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Likely for a thousand years, the site had been the 
mating and nesting habitat of the Diamondback terrapin 
and Eastern box turtle until the construction of The 
Cove subdivision back in 1997. Since then, turtles have 
continued to return, now laying non- viable eggs in an 
unviable environment, dropping the terrapin population 
down to just 50 or so adults in Marion. 

Lewis, on behalf of Jenney Street area residents 
that comprise The Cove in Marion Trust, spoke in favor of 
a 2,000 square-foot "sandbox,'' as he described in layman's 
terms, for the terrapins to lay their eggs, in addition to the 
seasonal mowing of a vast area of meadow to encourage 
the courtship and reproduction of the Eastern box turtles. 

"Once they're ashore, because there's no more 
nesting habitat, they do what any wild critter does," said 
Lewis. "They cross streets; they come up on the lawns.... 
They just scatter where they can find anything for a nest." 
The focus, he said, is to provide the turtles with a safe area 
to lay their eggs. Lewis said some turtles even dig through 
the asphalt in an attempt to lay its eggs, cracking and 
bloodying their own feet. 

With endorsements from several government 
agencies, including the Mass Department of Environmental 
Protection, the plan proposes to cordon off the area with a 
post and rope fence, establish the sandbox area, and mow 
surrounding vegetation down in a circular motion, just low 
enough for the Eastern box turtles to spot each other so 
they can . . . you know. . . 

During the first three to four years, any eggs laid 
outside the protected area will be moved to safety, and the 
turtles will eventually adapt to the shift in nesting location. 

"We've executed turtle gardens in Wareham 
. . . Eastham . . . Wellfleet . . . and it's a highly successful 
stratagem for increasing the survivorship of the 
Diamondback terrapin," Lewis said. 

The concept was not without some opposition and 
skepticism. 

Conservation Commission Chairman Norman 
Hills did not like the mowing idea and doubted that the 
terrapins needed 2,000 square feet. 

"It wasn't plucked out of thin air," Lewis retorted. 
"That's the approximate amount of the previous nesting 
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area that had been converted for use (destroyed).'' 

Hills said, looking at the 2,000 square feet for the 
terrapins and the acreage for the Eastern box turtles, "I 
wonder if they need really that much if they'll find the 
area." 

ConCom member Jeffrey Doubrava brought up 
letters of protest from cove area residents complaining 
about past town mowing of wetlands at the site. 

"It would be nice to see a nice area established 
for the species. And it doesn't seem as though it's going 
to have a negative effect," said Lewis. "I don't care what 
the history was. It doesn't seem as though it's going to 
have a negative effect either on the habitat or any humans 
involved." 
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Lewis said the group was hoping to begin the 
work immediately, in time for the arrival of the first 
turtles in June. Mating season is June through mid-July, 
Lewis said, and the incubation period for turtle eggs is 
approximately 90-120 days, depending on factors such as 
warmth and sunlight. 

''Hopefully we can get this all in place by then, or 
we're going to lose a year," said Lewis. "And losing a year 
is fine for us. But for the turtles, it sucks." 

The work would take about three days to 
complete, David Davignon from N. Douglas Schneider & 
Associates stated. The seasonal mowing of the area would 
not only encourage the box turtles to find each other, but 
it would also provide adequate sunshine for the terrapin 
sandbox, said Lewis. 

What would happen if we do not allow the 
mowing, wondered ConCom member Cynthia Trinidad. 

"Fm not going to say itTl be the end of the 
world," said Lewis, "But itTl be disruptive." The Eastern 
box turtles need to see each other, he said. 

A & J Boat Corp. owner Richard Gardiner worried 
about the impact the turtle habitat might have on his 
business. He worried an increased turtle population 
would prompt government agencies to close his business 
if turtles meandered onto his property. Hills assured 
Gardiner that would not happen, and Lewis concurred. 

Kevin Mariner of 644 Point Road asked, "Why? 
(pause) Why now? Why there?" Mariner said he moors 
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his boat near the area and was concerned over his 
own use of the site. ''Ninety [to 120] days. ... That's an 
excessive period of time for me not to be able to use my 
boat." 

Not true, several told him. His boating would not 
be affected by the project. 

"My mistake!" said Mariner. "That solves one 
of my problems." He continued on, calling the terrapin 
habitat a "pretty big sandbox in my world." 

"Why?" He paused again. "Why? Why here? We 
have over two miles of pristine coastline in Hammett's 
Cove." He went on about how he knows the area like 
the back of his hand, and he knows everything about the 
spot. "Why right there?" 
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Because it is the turtles' natural habitat, Trinidad 
told him. "And they're still nesting there/' Do you see 
them now? Does it stop you from boating now, she asked 
him No worries, then. 

The discussion kept returning to, why there? 
Doubrava recommended transplanting eggs 300 yards up 
the street to a more convenient spot to re-train them. 

"We have never transplanted turtles beyond their 
local area," said Lewis. "Their brains are really specific to 
spot. ... I feel uncomfortable doing it. I like to keep turtles 
in the same space where they are." 

Lewis closed by telling the commission that only 
one in 250 hatchlings survives into adulthood. 

Wow, the commission responded. 

"They've been around a lot longer than I have," 
said Lewis. "And this is the spot they chose. They probably 
chose it for a good reason." 

The commission approved the project, except the 
area to be mowed was restricted to about one-third of the 
size proposed. 

Also during the meeting. Saltworks finally 
received approval to move ahead with its project, but not 
without facing a wall of opposition one last time over how 
a temporary Quonset hut was described as a "seasonal 
building" on the plan instead of a temporary "tent." 

Davignon and Saltworks owner Dan Crete argued 
that the commission could simply state in the Order of 
Conditions its intent to not allow the structure to remain, 
and asked what the big deal was. 

Doubrava said that would not do it for him 
and was adamant that the wording be changed before 
approval. Other commission members agreed with him. 

"I really think you're overthinking this whole 
thing," said Davignon. Crete said he was "dumbfounded" 
by the notion. 

"I don't get it," Crete said. "We're taking it 
down. You guys understand we're taking it down. Your 
determination can say that it's certainly coming down. 
There's no gray area here." 

He lamented over the thousands of dollars he 
has spent just tweaking details of the plan to please town 
boards. 
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"We have jumped over hoops. We've bent over 
backwards, been run through the wringer for seven 
months now/' Crete said. "I have to tell you, Fm at my 
wit's end." 

Doubrava and Davignon continued to debate the 
semantics. 

"This argument is really silly," Davignon raised his 
voice before Hills told him to "simmer down." 

Hills called it a misunderstanding, a lesson 
learned, and the commission wrote its Order of Conditions 
to be "excruciatingly precise," as Hills put it. 

The entire meeting exceeded three hours. 

The next scheduled meeting of the Marion 
Conservation Commission is scheduled for May 13 at 7:00 
pm at the Marion Town House.

Looking ahead, Voigt is unsure if a return to 
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America is in her future. She will return to Germany this 
summer. 

"First ril return to Germany, then we'll see what 
happens after that/' Voigt said. 

According to Voigt, one of her best memories 
of America will be "meeting new people, and just being 
open to new things." 

In addition, Voigt brought up an interesting, 
relatable observation about American culture. 

"Something that was really weird about 
America," Voigt said, "is that there are front doors in 
houses which are not used." This tidbit is something that 
Voigt says she will remember about America, in addition 
to her time spent running, learning, and enjoying high 
school life at ORR. 

Elena will leave this summer with a wealth of 
knowledge, many new friends, and a multitude of great 
memories made during her year in America. Whether 
or not she returns to this country is up to her, but the 
experience made possible by the accommodating staff and 
students of ORR and her caring host parents is one she'll 
surely never forget.

To the Editor: 

After a very long winter, we are all celebrating the 
green grass, daffodils and flowering trees. But all too soon 
we'll have to deal with snow and ice on our roads once 
again. 

In Marion, voters at the May 15 Town Election 
have an opportunity to help ensure that all our town 
roads are safer during the winter months. In the past, 
the town was unauthorized to plow and sand its 
"unaccepted'' roads. This means that more than 100 of our 
streets were left unplowed unless residents of those roads 
arranged and paid for private plowing. This impacted the 
safety of everyone who drove or walked on those roads, 
as well as our town police, ambulance, fire department, 
school buses and trash trucks. 

We can change this by simply voting "yes" on 
Ballot Question One at the Town Election. Passing this 
question allows the town to calculate any additional costs 
for plowing its "unaccepted" roads. The financial impact 
will then be on a future Town Meeting warrant for all 
of us to approve or disapprove. So a "yes" vote costs us 
nothing. It simply allows us all to further consider the 
balance between public safety and what may be a very, 
very small increase to taxpayers.

The leadfooted drivers in Furious Seven might 
genuflect to the far braver and more challenged 
racers in Amber Fales' documentary Speed Sisters. 
The young women in the movie are Palestinian, and 
they're bucking their very culture ~ and some family 
members ~ by competing behind the wheel in the 
first place. As if resistance from their own people 
weren't hard enough, there's also the thousand- 
pound gorilla of Israel, whose government won't 
allow some of the Speed Sisters to race outside of 
Palestine. During a practice run in a parking lot near 
an Israeli prison, some Israeli soldiers get bored and 
shoot off tear gas at the women. A canister hits one 
of them in the back; the big ugly bruise persists for 
weeks, and the incident almost scares her out of the 
sport. 

Despite the realities of living in occupied 
Palestine, much of Speed Sisters is upbeat. 
Breathlessly paced, it follows four of the racers as 
they compete with men and with each other. The 
Lebanese-Canadian director Amber Fares focuses 
on the Sisters' growing popularity in and outside 
Palestine (a couple of the racers have permits to 
leave the country and race in places like Jordan). 
The Sisters aren't just representing themselves, and 
aren't just representing women; they're representing 
Palestine. Not too much pressure! The star of the 
Sisters is clearly Betty Saadeh, the racer who was hit 
with the tear gas; blonde, with rounded features and 
a keen sense of fashion, Betty is a cover girl, and she 
is aware of herself as "a brand." 

It's an irony of sorts: we can't get away 
from self-actualization as self-marketing even in 




Palestine. But that's part of the movie's point. As I 
said, it doesn't shy away from the harsh realities, 
but neither does it portray the country as some 
Escape from New York hellhole. People live there and 
drive there and compete in sports there. If the Speed 
Sisters have been given the burden of taking their 
fellow Palestinians' minds off their troubles, they 
seem more than able to shoulder it. 

You may have seen the Sisters before, on 
the Israel /Palestine episode of Anthony Bourdain's 
show Parts Unknown (Bourdain is shown in footage 
from that episode for about two seconds, without 
much explanation for those who don't know who 
he is). One of the points of the episode was that the 
Sisters, and anyone else who wants to race there, 
have to make do in relatively small spaces, hemmed 
in by military checkpoints every few minutes. Given 
the geographical limitations, you'd think it wouldn't 
occur to any Palestinian to race cars, but there they 
are, doing it. The Sisters mostly mind their language, 
making the film suitable for inspiration for like- 
minded young girls anywhere. 

The message, unstressed and un-preachy is 
that these women can't be stopped from doing what 
they want ~ well, yes, past a certain point they can, 
by heavily armed soldiers, but they do everything 
they can do within their doubly oppressive culture. 
They jump into their cars (many of the vehicles are 
stripped back down to workaday cars after each 
racing event) and roar around, beating men and 
women and occasionally even Israeli racers, and 
bringing attention to Palestine as something other 
than the Middle East's punching bag. If Vin Diesel is 
looking to up the ante for the next Furious entry, he 
might start by looking at the Speed Sisters.
